SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


Tut sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency - 
orSub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of thé land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. ; 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt 4 quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre.

Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 

soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A eettler who has exhausted his home- 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts.

50 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land.

Hon, Mr, Lougheed, leader of the 
Senate, who is temporarily acting as 
Minister of Militia, is setting an ex 
ample which is wurth following by 
other members of the Cabinet and by 
leading public officials. On several 
Occasions recently he has given out 
very important information of the 
work being done in his departinent, 
presenting it in a simple, straight 
forward style. Evidently Senator 
Lougheed recognizes that he is the 
servant of the people of Canada, and 
that they have a right to know what is 
being done with their money, and 
what the men they have employed to 
spend it and administer the depart- 
ments are doing. Most of our Minis- 
ters and public servants are ultra-con- 
servative in this respect, and refuse to 
give the people of Canada, through 
the press, the information they are en- 
titledto have. In the case of most 
Ministers, the neglect to supply the 
press with important information of 
the progress of the work of their de- 
partment is due to preoccupation or 
oversight. Others, however, are very 
uncommunicative to the press and dif. 
ficult of approach, and quite overlook 
the fact that the correspondents at 
Ottawa represent the people of Can- 
ada, uot the owners of their individual 
papers. We trust that Mr. Lougheed 
will not fall into the habit of some of 
his colleagues. —Financial Post.

His body had been exposed to the 
shower 24 hours, He was 51 years 
old, and was formerly one of the fore- 
most football players in Canada.
